THE BASEBALL PLAYERS. 


The Brotherhood Holds a Meeting and Is- 
sues a Statement. 


New Yorn, November 4.—The counsel of 
b-otherhood of baseball players at the Fiftn avenue 
hotei today lasted until after seven o'clock. The 
first few hoursof the meeting weretaken up by 
routine business and then the delegates assembled. 
Aftera short recess Andrews, O'Rourke, Hanlon 
and Ward were appointed a committee to draw up 
a statement defining the position of the brotherhood 
towards the national league. Thatit tooka long 
time to perfect the document was evident by the 
fact that during the afiernoon nothing was done 
outside of that business. 

The statement, which is the first official word from 
the brotherhood on the difficulty with the league, 
is as follows: 

At last the brotherhood of baseball players féels 
at liberty to make known itsintentions and defend 
itself against aspersions and mifsrepresentations 
which tor weeks it has been forced to suffer in 
sitence. It is no longer a secret that the players of 
the league have determined to play next season 
under a different management: but for reasons 
which wiil, we think, be understood, it was 
demed advisable to make no announcement of this 
intention until the close of the present season; but 
now that stragyles for the various pennants are over 
aud terms of our contracts expired, there is no 
longer reason for holding it. In taking this step 
we feelthat we owe it to the public and to our- 
selves to explain briefly some of the reasons by 
which we haye been moved, There was a time 
when the league stood for integrity and fair deals 
ing. Today it stands for dollarsand cents. Ovcce it 
looked to ibe elevation of the game and an honest 
exhibition ot sport. Today itseyes are upon the 
turnstile. 

We asked to be judged solely by our work, and 
believing that the game can be played more fairiy 
and its businers conducted more intelligently under 
a plan which excludes everything arbitrary and 
un- American, we look forward with confidence to 
support of public and future of national game. 

The adoption of this statement as the sentiment 
of the brotherhood was, President Ward said, the 
sole business of importance durine the entire ses- 
sion. On Wednesday the first annual meeting of 
the Players’ National league, asthe new organiza~ 
tion is called, will be held at the Fifth Avenue 
hotel. There final disposition of clubs and players 
will be made. 


FROZEN- COWBOYS. 


Terrible Experienco While Herding Cattle 
in a Snow Storm, 


DENVER, Col., November 4.—One of the re- 
sults of the terrible blizzards which swept over 
western Colorado and northern New Mexico 
Thursday and Friday of last week, reached 
here today from Folsom, N. M. Thursday 
night, Henry Miller, range foreman for Col- 
onel R. G. Sead, with several cowboys, camped 
near Sierra Grande with 1,800 beef cattle 
which they were holding for the purpose of 
loading in the cars. At4o’clock that morn- 
ing a blizzard from the northwest struck the 
herd, driving the cattle toward the panhandle, 
Texas, the cowboys being unable to hold them. 
The snow was so blinding that it made it im- 

sible to see fifty feet ahead. Miller called 
apem together and they started to follow 
the herd, and made an attempt to keep them 
bunched so far as ble. The men became 
separatéd on Fric night. One of them 
wandered into Head’s home ranch, half dead 
with cold and huager.

TTORROR IN 


NOTHER SCENE OF 
NEW YORK. 


A HORSE ROASTED IN THE STREETS. 


The Driver of a Wagon Severely Shocked 
and a Police Sergeant Knocked Oat... 
by One Little Loaded Wire. 


New Yorx, November 4.—An electric light 
current this morning roasted a horse to death, 
threw a driver to the street and knocked a po- 
lice sergeant senseless. As in Feek’s case, the 
deadly current was carried to its victims 
through a telephone wire. A big pole carry- 
ing numnberless wires stands on Fourth avenue, 
near the corner of Twenty-eighth street. 
Some time near 4 o’clock this morning, one of 
the wires of the telephone line fell to the street 
and formed a loop across down the track of the 
Soon after it fell 
Thomas Whelan, driver of the ‘“‘EFerald”’ de- 
livery wagon, came along. The horse stepped 
on the apparently harmless wire, and instantly 
came toa halt and then sprang aside and fell. 
The jolt of the vehicle threw Whelen to the 
street, and when he arose to his feet he’ re- 
ceived a shock which 

THREW HIM PROSTRATE INTO THE GUTTER. 
Regaining his feot again, he undertook to raise 
the horse, but as soon as he touched the ani- 
mal, another shock passed through him. He 
then comprehended the cause and lay still. 
Citizens attracted to the scene noticed flashes 
of br flame emitting from the prostrate ani- 
mal. The flashes came from all parts of the 
horse’s body and the smell of burning flesh 
was perceptible half a block away. Whelan 
was assisted to his feet, but the horse was 
givena wide berth. One man ran to the 
Thirty fifth street police station and reported 
the matterand Sergeant Albert McDonald and 
Roundsman Thomas Cassidy hurried to the 
scene. They saw the animal still emitting 
sparks of fire, and ealling out all the reserves, 
a guard was established at points sufficiently 
far from the roasting animal to warn all way 
farers from nearing the fatal spot. Sergeant 
McDouald undertook to find the deadly wire, 
and in making aturn around the wagon he 
came in contact with itin the darkness. The 
wire struck him on the forehead and he fell to 
the pavement senseless. 

AS THOUGH HE HAD BEEN SNOT. 

Roundsman Cassidy went to the rescue of 
his stricken commander, and when he caught 
hold of the sergeant’s leg he received a shock 
which compelled him to release his hold. A 
second effort was mvure successful, and fsoon 
after being carried to the sidewalk the sergeant 
slowly recovered his senses. His head was 
covered with blood, and above his brow was 
an imprint of the wire, while beside it was a 
gash, evidently occasioned by the fall. He 
was dazed and almost helpless, so that he was 
obliged to go home, 

About 5 o'clock, up to which time the horse 
continued to roast slowly, it occurred to some 
one to send to the Manhattan Electric light 
company’s shop in West T'wenty 1ifth street. 
Foreman Knight and two linemen visited the 
scene, wearing rubber boots and gloves, and 
found the deadly wire, on the end of which the 
horse’s body lay. They pulled it down from 
tho pole and travel was resumed, after the horse 
was removed. 
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AN UNWILLING WITNESS. 


Evidence in the Cronin Murder Trial Yes- 
torday. 

Cuicaao, November 4.—The first witness 
called inthe Cronin trial this morning, was 
Edward Spellman, of Peoria, Tll., who was ex- 
amined on behalf of the prosecution by the 
state’s attorney. He testified that he was 
treasurer of the Great Eastern Distilling com- 
pany. 

“Are youa member of the Clan-na-Gael or 
United Brotherhood ?’’ he was asked. 

‘Tama member of the United Brother- 
hood,”’ he replied. 

“Commonly called the Clan-na-Gae 

“T do not know anything about that. I do 
not know what you call it.’”’ 

“Well, you have heard it called that ?’’ 

‘IT nave heard a good deal said abont it in 
that way since this trial began. 

“You have heard of the Chan-na-Gael 
Guards?” 

“Tes.°’ 

‘And in order to be a member of the Clan- 
na-Gael Guards you must be a member of the 
United Brotherhood ?”’ 

*T do not know anything about that.” 

Witness then went on to testify that he was 
district officer of district No. 16, embracing 
Illinois and Michigan. Hesaid he was the 
highest officerin the district, and that his 
duties were laid down by the constitution. 

The “‘executives’’ isa body in itself, and 
their duties are also provided by the constitu- 
tion. . 

‘“‘Do you know who constitutes that body 
now ?”’ 

Mr. Forrest—We would like to have the rec- 
ord show on behalf of the clients I represent an 
objection to allof this testimony respecting 
the executive board and oflicers.

‘Did you not tell me Beggs said the- matter 
had been attended to?’ asked the state’s at- 
torney.

Mr. Spellman then testified that Le knew 
Dan Coughlin who, witha man named Kunze, 
had visited Peoria & year ago and presented a 
letter of introduction. He had no conversa- 
tion with Coughlin about Dr. Cronin. This 
was in direct contradiction of Speliman’s 
—— testimony, and he was asked by

| STANLEY HEARD FROM. 


HE IS MAKING H18S WAY OUT OF THE 
WILDERNESS. 


A LETTER FROM THEGREAT EXPLORER 


In Which He Tells of His Adventures and 
the Capture of Emin—Supplies Being 
Sent to Sraniley. 


Lonpon, November 4.—Mackinnon, head of 
the Emin relief committee, has received a 
dispatch from Henry M. Stanley, the explorer, 
which says: , 

“T reached Albert Nyanza from Banalaya 
for the third time in fourteen days and found 
out that Emin and Jopson had both been 
prisoners since the 18th of August, 1888, being 
the day after I made the discovery that Barte- 
lot’s caravan bad been wrecked. Troops in 
the equatorial province had revolted and 
shaken off all allegiance. Shortly after the 
Mahdists invaded the province in full force. 
After the first battle in May the stations 
yielded anda panic struck the natives, who 
joined the invaders and assisted in the work 
of destruction. 

‘*The invaders subsequently suffered reverse 
and dispatched a steamer to Khartoum for re- 
inforcements. I found a letter waiting for me 
near Albert Nyanza, exposing the dangerous 
position of the svrvivors and urging the imme- 
diate nocessity of my arrival before the end of 
December, as otherwise it would be too late. I 
arrived there on the 14th of January. 

‘‘From the 14th of February to the 8th of 
May I waited for the fugitives, and left Albert 
Nyanza homeward bound. By the route taken 
no hostile natives were met. 

“Since we left Kabbarge we traveled along 
the base of the snow range Rugenzori. Three 
sides of southern Nyanza, or Nyanca of Uson- 
gora, which is called now Albert Edward 
Nyanza, are about 9,000 feet higher than the 
Albert Nyanza, having an exit at Semlike, 
which receives over fifty streams from Ruge- 
nozori, and finally enters the Albert Nyanza, 
making the Albert Edward the source of the 
southwest branch of the White Nile, the Vic- 
toria Nyanza being the source of the sontheast 
branch.”’ 

Mackinnon says the committee has given 
orders that supplies for Stanley be hurried on 
to Mpwapwa, and beyond there if possible. 
Stanley is expected to reach the coast in Jan- 
uary or February. 


FLIGHT OF A SWINDLER. 


He Collected Money fur Loan and Building 
Companies, But Made No Returns. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., November 4.—[Spe 
cial.}|—Frank M. Smith, general southern 
agent for the National Building and Loan 
association, of Minneapolis, Minn., and the 
Southern Aid and Benefit association, of 
Knoxville, has skipped, and his creditors to- 
day offered a reward for his arrest. The 
amount of his defalcation is comparatively 
small, probably about $1,000; but his methods 
were very peculiar. He was a fine looking 
fellow, of a very rigid rejigious turn 
of mind, and soon  ingratiated himseif 
into the confidencs of the best men of the 
city. Ike sent his wife to the springs and 
boarded at the best hofels, paying for nothing. 
His insurance company received monthly dues, 
and he usually sent about one-half of them to 
the home office. One day he announced that 
he had accepted an important railroad position 
at Brunswick, and sold the general agency to 
a friend who wanted a business. He had no 
sooner gone than the insurance company ex- 
amined his books and found him to be several 
hundred dollars short, and they refused to ree- 
ognize the sale of tho agency, appointing an- 
other man. 

But it was in the case of the build- 
ing and loan association that he 
showed the finest work. He 
organized a local board, collecting therefor on 
stock $200, which he pocketed, writing to his 
company that the parties were all good, but 
none had paid. One man wanted a loan and 
paid for his stock and dues in advance. To 
this party Smith mailed a receipt and certiti- 
cates after he left, signing the name of the 
company. When the loan was applied for the 
company wrote that they had never heard of 
the applicant, and knew nothing about the 

ayment for stock and dues, Several worth- 
ess drafts have also turned up, which, with 
personal bills, will make up a considerable 
amount. The matter has been placed in the 
hands of a detective agence with a view to 
catching the plous fraud, if possible.

Soon after the confession the party left for 
Perry to place the prisoner in jail. After ar- 
riving there the prisoner stated that another 
negro, Mose Gibson, entered the hotte with 
Johnsop.

HENRY HINES'S GUILT. 


THESTORE OF 4 COWETA AMBUSCAD- 
ING PaRryY. 


Hines Agrees to Take a Whipping Rather 
Than Go to Jail and Then Swears Out 
Warrants Against His Whippers. 

NEWNAN, Ga., November 4.—[Special.]— 

The return of Henry Hines to jail brings up 

the study of the cause of his arrest, which is 

told by the Herald, of this plaée. 
On the night of October 10th, near Moreland, 

a party of white citizens were fired upon by 

some person or persons concealed in an ont- 

house near a public road along which they 
were passing. Messrs. J. W. Todd and Wil- 
liam Vollenweider were both wounded, and for 

a time it.was feared that Mr. Todd’s injuries 

would prove fatal. The outhouse referred to 

is situated within a few feet of a tenant house 
on Mr. Mannie Hindsman’s place, which was 
occupied at the time by a negro named Henry 

Hines. ‘On Monday night previous to the 

shooting the negro 

HINES WAS CAUGHT STEALING COTTON, 
and a committee of white citizens who had 
organized in. the community for the purpose of 
suppressing cotton stealing decided to wait 
upon him, They found him at home, and 
after satisfying themselves as to his guilt, gave 
him the choice of taking a whipping or going 
to jail. Having spent a season in durance vile 
only a few months before for a similar offense 
and not relishing ihe prospect of another term 
of imprisonment, he decided to take the whip- 
ping. The committee thereupon proceeded to 
give hima sound thrashing, and upon his 
promise to leave the country he was released 
and ordered to go. Instead of leaving, how- 
ever, he came to town the following day and 
had warrants issued for the arrest of the parties 
who 
TOOK PART IN THE FLAGELLATION. 
This reached the ears of the committee, and 
they began a quiet reconnoisance to ascertain 
whether or not he really intended leaving the 
community, as he had promised todo. It was 
while thus engaged that the party were am- 
buscaded. The outhouse from which the shots 
were fired being so near the cabin occupied by 
Hines, no further proof was needed to con- 
vince them that Hines was implicated in the 
shooting. It was evident, though, 
that Hines had assistance in his at- 
tempt at assassination, as four gun- 
shots and several pistol shots were fired, which 
could not have been done by one person. After 

the two wounded men had been carried to a 

place of safety the party returned ghd made a 

thorough search of the premises, but Hines 

could not be found. The search was not 
abandoned here, however, and now the vigi- 
lance of his pursuers has been rewarded by 
locating him in Atlanta. He was arrested by 

Special Deputy Sheriff J. T. Mayfield, and

A Patriotic Negro. 

Andrew J. Chambers, a colored citizen of 
Durham, North Carolina, has written a let- 
ter to the Boston Transcript, in which he 
makes the unique proposition that Massa- 
chusetts invite ex-President Jefferson Davis 
to be the guest of the commonwealth. He 
supports his proposition with this queer 


argument: 

Have patience while I whispers word, What 
did you fight for from ’61 to ’65? Union! Just 80. 
Of force or free will? Answer. If force, dissolve 
every southerh state government; expel every 
southern senator and representative from congress, 
and picketevery southern highway with soldiers! 
Absurd? Certainly itis, And it is equally absurd 
to speak of a man in whose life and career are em- 
bodied all for which these millions south suffered 
as an arch-rebel, and at the same time claim patri- 
otic kindred with the people he represents. Balma 
wound with honey, not vinegar. 

To this he adds these remarks: 

Kindness ot heart is what a southern negro recom- 
mens to his white, fellow countrymen as a perma~ 
nent cure for all bitterness and sorrow, Christ Je- 
sus docs the same. Take Mr. Davis to your bosoms, 
It may win him from his grief long enough to bless 
his reunited country with a plea for patriotic con- 
fraternity. Make him feel that to bein the unionis 
to be loved, not outiawed. Then will the south see 
the grandeur and giory of the cause of Lincoln, 
Grant and Charles Sumner; each of whom would 
be acting on this line it living on earth today; and 
each of whom, together with Robert E. Lee and 
Btonewall Jackson, are on this live in the other 
land today. Thisis my prescription for the illness 
of the nation. 

This is very creditable to the North Car- 
olina negro, but he is barking in the wrong 
direction when he proposes that Massaclru- 
setts shall invite Mr. Davis to become the 
guest of the state. The republican politi- 
cians have charge of these matters in a gen- 
eral way, and we do not know one of them 
that is in favor of friendship and unity be- 
tween the sections. Sectional prejudice is 
their stock in trade—their campaign capi- 
tal. Destroy this and the republican party 
will vanish from our politics as suddenly as 
if it had been destroyed by a cyclone. 

The mistake that the colored citizen of 
Durham makes is in supposing that the re- 
publican politicians are in earnest when, on 
rare occasions, they pretend to conjure up 
the spirit of harmony and fraternity be- 
tween the sections. Nothing is further 


from their intentions and desires. 

In spite of all this, however, the spirit in 
which the Durham negro writes, is worthy 
of attention, and his attitude and his aspi- 
rations ought to be taken to heart by those 
atthe north who seem to have no higher 
ambition than to stir up strife between 
the two sections and between the two 
races. The following passage from 
the letter, we commend to the republican 


sectionalists and bourbons: 

Imay be wrong in declaring that Christianity 
has no more devoted adherents on the globe than 
are to be found among the white men and women 
ofthe south, and that their humgnity and religion 
is a better basis for negro security than any contem- 
plated legislative enactments. When I look at the 
Mumber of negro homesin every southern commu- 
nitiy, bu.ilt by uegro wage earners; their numerous 
churches, builtin good part by southern philans 
thropy; while schools ornament every district, asy~ 
lums honor every state, and every negro sorrow has 
a white man’s sympathy and every negro funeral 
a white mourner, and then enter an unequivocal 
protest against the assertion that the negro suffers 
from a species of outiawry at the hands of the dom- 
inant race at the south, it may indicate water on 
the brain. Whenevery southern state is bearing 
her legitimate share of national burdens and rex 
sponsibilities, with both patriotic and heroic pride, 
I may be a fool for denying that the eruptive fires of 
another rebellion are smothered in every southern 
home. To plead with you northern white men to 
cease jeering the civilization of the south, and treat 
her, not patronizingly, but patriotically, may sound 
senseless, but so long asacold and dictatorial atti« 
tude toward her prevails, what guarantee have we 
ofa better and brighter era for all our land? Con< 
cord among you white men must be the precursor 
of racial adjusiment in this country. 

This is graphically put, and we congratu- 
late Durham on the fact that it has a color- 
ed citizen who has the ability and the 
willingness to make such patriotic utter- 


ances. 


The World’s Consumption of Cotton. 

The annual review of the cotton trade by 
Mr. Ellison has just been issued in Liver- 
pool. For 1888-89 Great Britain and the 
continent took 7,008,000 bales; for 1887-88 
they took 7,039,000 bales, and for 1886-87 
they took 6,773,000. 

The Financial Chronicle, which prints a 
synopsis of the Ellison review, says that the 
average weight of the deliveries in Great 
Britain during the season just closed was 
459 pounds per bale, or 23 pounds greater 
than in either of the two preceding years, 
when the average reached 436 pounds, 
The continental deliveries this year aver- 
aged 439 pounds, which is seven pounds 
heavier than in 1887-88, and nine pounds in 
excess of 1886-87. The total indicates that 
European spinners’ takings this year were 
87,374,000 pounds more than last season, 
Great Britain recording a loss of 27,428,000 
pounds, and the continent consequently a 
gain of 114,802,000 pounds. Compared 
with 1886-87, the average takings have in- 
creased 209,850,000 pounds. The weights 
given are ordinary weights, covering, of 
} course, all varieties of cotton: the average

gon of 1888-89 were: American, 465 


~ ‘pounds; Egyptian, 693 pounds; and East 


Indian, 398 pounds; and these compare

To obtain a comprehensive idea of the 
amount of cotton consumed in the world 
the United States and India must be in- 
eluded. The mills in this country have in- 
‘ereased their use of cotton each year since 
: 1884-85, and in the last season their con- 
_ sumption. reached gh bales of- 400 

wounds average weight. The annual 
ort 0 i the Bombay Millowners’ seeeciasbon 


of the cotton manufacturing industry in In- 
dia. It shows, first, that on June 30, 1889, . 
the number of mills working and in course 
of construction was 124, a gain of _ ten dur- 
ing the year, and that spindlés had in- 
creased 273,347 and looms 2,065. Further- 
more, the consumption of cotton rose to 
870,880 bales of 400 pounds, or an excess of 
99,210 bales over June 30, 1888, The 
world’s consumptioa for 1888-89 amounts to 
11,394,880 bales. 

During the past eleven years the growth 
in the world’s consumption of cotton has 
been rapid and almost uninterrupted. 
There is an increase in the aggregate in the 
eleven years of over 52 percent. During 
the same period the gains in the various 
countries have been: In Great Britain, 32¢ 
per cent; coutinent, 57} per cent; United 
Statet, 50} per cent; and India, 232 per 
percent. Mr. Ellison estimates that the 
world will require in 1889-90 from all 
sources 9,796,000 bales of the average 
weight of 453 ponnds, making 11,088,000 
bales of 400 pounds each. And on this 
basis an American crop of 7,386,000 bales of 
ordinary weight will be needed. There has 
been an increase in the spinning power of 
the world of 2,300,000 spindles, in which all 
ceuntries share. 


Time As a Peace-Maker. 

A Pennsylvanian who recently traveled 
though the south writes tothe Pittsburg 
Dispatch that he looked almost in vain for 
the signs of our great civil conflict, . 

The tourist expected to see miles of 
trenches and red redoubts around Atlanta, 
but he could hardly find a trace of the grim 
fortifications which, a quarter of a century 
ago, belched forth the thunder and light- 
ning of war. Everywhere around the his- 
toric city he saw pretty villages and flour- 
ishing farms, 

The Pennsylvanian went to Anderson- 
ville. Even there he found that Time’s 
gentle touch had changed the face of nature. 
The old stockade had vanished, and the 
spot on which 82,000 union prisoners had 
spent long months in captivity was white 
with cotton. The land itself the stranger 
was surprised to find under the ownership 
of two negroes. Instead of a deserted prison 
given up to desolation and decay, the keen- 
eyed yankee saw a thrifty plantation over- 
run by happy cotton-pickers. 

Time has worked wonders with Atlanta 
and Andersonville, and with scores of other 
places that once trembled under the embat- 
tled shock of the blue and the gray. The 
scars of war have vanished, and the peace- 
ful white banner of King Cotton waves over 
all. 

The roving Peansylvanian, and others, 
too, may learn a pleasant lesson from the 
changes wrought during the past twenty- 
five years. Afterall, even the horrors and 
evils of a gigantic civil war do not last for- 
ever. Notso many generations ago Eng- 
lishmen fought each other with the ferocity 
of devils. The prisoners captured by the 
winning side were sold into slavery, and 
thousands of these white men of our race 
and blood were shipped like cattle to 
America. But all this is nowonly a vague 
matter of history, and Englishmen of the 
present day do not care a jot whether a 
man’s ancestors fought on the side of the 
crown or with the people. The descendants 
of ancient cnemies marry and give in mar- 
riage, and cheat each other in trade like 
brothers as theyare. Time has wiped out 
all the bitterness of the past. 

In this country the progress of peace bas 
been still more rapid, and our Pennsylvan- 
ian’s grandson, when he comes south fifty 
years hence, will hear the late struggle 
mentioned about as rarely as the war of the 
Cromwellian epoch is talked about iu Eng- 
land. 

This does not mean that the names and 
deeds of our heroes will be forgotteu or un- 
appreciated. It simply means that peace 
has its victories as well as war, and that 
Time, the great peace-maker, is at work 
surely effacing the wreck of battle and the 
passions of surviving foemen and their chil- 
dren. So let it be! 


The Negro in the North. 

In a review of a recent book on the race 
problem the New York Herald says that the 
social equality of blacks and whites is un- 
heard of in the north, even in republican 
circles, 

The Herald clinches the matter by say- 
ing: ‘*The whites don’t want it, and the 
blacks won’t have it. Any white person 
who advocates it here is quietly ignored as 
an irredeemable crank,and the south can 
afford to keep cool and follow the northern 
example regarding this deadest of dead 
issues.”’ 

Our contemporary knows what it is talk- 
ing“about. The negroes in the north 
occupy the position of an inferior race, just 
as they do here. Whether they speak out 
after the fashion of the Herald, or keep 
silence, the northern people are in favor of 
white domination.

The party securing the contract agree, 
iu case ofa failure to furnish the material 
or execute the work in accordance with the 
plans and specifications or to proceed with 
the same as rapidly as the commissioner of 
public works shall direct ; that it shall be lawful 
for the commissioner, after’three day’s written 
notice to the contractor, to relet the work or 
put a force of men upon it, andif the pay 
for the completion of the contract 


shall exceed the amount contracted for the 
contractor and his sureties shail become liable 
for the excess. The right of the city under 
the contract to cancel the contract and relet 
the work is complete. The sewer contract has, 
BY THE SAME PAPER, 
the same construction, except that the city 
engineer instead of the commissioner of public 
works, is to be satisfied as to the progress of 
the work; otherwise the sewer contract is as 
complete as the sidewalk contract. 

‘‘Is there @ motion to adopt that paper?”

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THE CONFEDERATE MONUMENT. 


Tt Will Be Received From the Contractors 
Today. 

The confederate monument is completed and 
in position at Westview cemetery. 

Dr. Amos Fox, with Judge W. L. Calhoun 
and Captain H. H. Colquitt, will go out to 
Westview this tegen and after inspecting 
and approving the work will formally accept 
it from the contractors. ; 

The day set for the ceremonies of unveiling 
the monument has neg yet been decided upon. 

The monument will, when the improve- 
mentson the grounds are made, set in the 
center of a large circular plat. This plat 
will be encircled by a beautiful drive, paved 
with macadam. The material for the paving 
is already secured. It has been donated by 
the Stone Mountain Granite company, and 
the Georgia railway company has volunteered 
to haul it to Atlanta free of cost. 

The ground will be enclosed by a number of 
stone pillars, arranged around the inner edge 
of the circular drive. These pillars of marble 
haye been tendered in the rough by the 
American Marble company, of Marietta, but 
Dr. Fox desires to have them of the same 
stone as the monument, oolytic limestone, and 
is in correspondence with the firm from whom 
the stone for the monument was purchased. 

On the top of each one of these pillars there 
will be a large raised letter, the circle of the 
pr spelling out the words ‘‘Confederate 

Yeteran Monument.”’ 

The ground thus{dedicated, will'be used as a 
burial place for all ex-confederates who may 
desire tobe interred beneath the shadow of 
its upreaching monument, 

In actual money the monument has cost 
about two thousand dollars. This amount, 
however, represents but little more than half 
of its actual value. Nearly everything con- 
nected with its manufacture and erection was 
donated, all the cost of handling, hauling of

Colonel Buck has so arranged his affairs that 
he will be able to accept the ap- 
pointment, as few doubted he 
tended doing.

The opinion of ‘everybody about the 
United States courthouse, however, was that 
the 16th was the day appointed.

Colonel Buck’s acceptance of the marshal- 
ship will create a vacancy in one of the best 
places in the federal service. 

The clerkship of the United States circuit 
court, which is worth $3,500 per year, is with- 
in the gift of Judge Don Pardee, the judge of 
that court. Colonel Buck and Judge Pardee 
are warm personal friends, and the colonel’s 
recommendation concerning his own succes- 
sion will doubtless go a great way with Judge 
Pardee. The appointee is, therefore, almost 
certain to be Mr. Olin C. Fuller, who has been 
Colonel Buck’s deputy clerk for some years. 
Mr. Fuller haa been an excellent officer and 
his promotion would give general satisfaction.

NEW YORK STOCKS 


Rtocks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

New York, November 4.—In the stock 
market today there was a moderately active busi- 
ness in railroad stocks, while trusts, in comparison 
with their late extreme activity, were dull, with 
-the single exception of cotton oil. There was little 
news to affect values, but the bears started several 
rumors which, until contradicted, bad considerable 
effect upon prices. Better buying for long account 
made its appearance, however, and late in the day 
when there was a covering of shorts to some extent, 
the market, which had been irregular, developed a 
uniform strong tone, though dealings were reduced 
to ordinary proportions. Cotton oll was 
bought to some extent by people who intend to 
hold, thinking that its assests justify prospecis of 
better prices in the future, but long stock continues 
to come out and little progress was made in an 
upward direction beyond recovering the drop of 
the opening. 

Coa! stocks were the weak spot in the market, 
aud the pressure upon Reading was such that it 
became unusually active, and declined over 2 per 
cent, only a small fraction of which was recovered. 
Jersey Central also showed a marked weakness, 
andona yery limited business, lost more than 

Others were held com paratively 

the time being. Selling in those 
stocks is attributed to the bear combination, which 
has been so active in the market for the past few 
weeks. Butthere was undoubtedly considerable 
long stock parted with in the decline. Grangcrs 
were inclined to strengthen, and Burlipgton ad- 
yauced sliarply in the last few minutes 

Missouri Pacific bore its share of the pressure in 
early dealings, but resistance was too great to make 
much impression, and later the stock became one 
of the leading stron stocks, as wellasone ofthe 
most active on the list, and, before the close, had 
scored a handsome advance over its Saturday’ s 
closing figure. New Engiond was also  at- 
tac ‘kod in the early morning, but § after 
yielding nearly 1 per cent, it became dull and made 
afullrecovery. The money market ruled easier, 
especially in the afternoon, when rates on call 
went down to 2 per cent, which materially helped 
the upward movement late in the day.

Huzza and Miss Virginia Harden came 
to agsiet her in arranging the flowers. A number of 
long tables were placed in the rotunda and the 
ladies went to work tieing the blossoms into bou- 
quets and arranging them in beds and pyramids. 
During the afternoon a committee of ladies arrived 
from Edgewood to place in position the magnificent 
exhibit made by people out there, They were Mrs, 
H, E, W. Paimer, Mrs, Mark Johnson, Mrs. William 
Henderson, Mrs. Tom Walker and Miss Hattic Col- 
quitt. The Edgewood ladies were assigned to a
